NOT LONG TO LIVE. 


Cassels, Murderer of Mary Lane, Soon 


to be Brought to Charlestown for 
Execution. 


Springfield. March 2G.—With only 


a little over a month to live before he 
will be electrocuted in 
Charlestown 


state prison for the murder of Mary 
J. Lane, in East Longmeadow. John D. 
Cassels is enjoying good health and 
apparently good spirits in the York 
street jail. His sentence decrees that 
he be executed in the week beginning 
May 4, and within the ten days prev- 
ious to that date he is to be delivered 
to the Charlestown state prison au- 
thorities. 


Cassels has given no trouble since 


being ccnfineel in the York street jail. 
!Us health is of the best. Ho eats 
regularly and has increased in \veislit. 


The prisoner is visited frequently bv 


his sister in this e'ity and receives let- 
ters occasionally from another sister 
in New York. When first he was con- 
fined Cassels received letters from his 
wife 
in England, 
but for 
several 


months past 
no letters have 
come 


Irom her, anel it is net known by the 
authorities in the jail whether she will 
cross 1he water to see him before the 
electrical current puts an end to his 
life. 


It is not known yet when he will be 


taken from Springfield to Charlestown. 
Neither is the exact date ol the execu- 
tion known. Cassels has been allowed 
to see visitors whenever they came to 
the jail, though his sister has been 
the only one who came oit"n.

This 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. 
P.ohln-;on. 
He became disgusted with 


the \Vhlgs aud bitter toward the auti- 
slavery advocates. 


A few years later, afler Genera! Ca- 


leb Ctishing had been in the -Mexican 
war. he was nominated by tho Demo- 
crats as their candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts, upon which Mr. Rob- 
inson wiule a leiter declaring he should 
leave the Whig party aud suppoit Gen- 
eral Cu;I:Ing.

RECORD. 


Major 
General Elwell S. Otis has 


proved himself a splendid soldier. Be- 
'ginning as a private in the National 
•Guard, his first military record as an 
officer dates from 
September, 18C2 


' when he was commissioned as a cap 
tain in the 140th New York Infantry. 
New York, therefore, claims him, al- 
though he Vas born in Maryland. He 
was trained as a lawyer and practised 
in the courts of New York in the earli 
est years of his manhood. When the 
second call was made for troops he 
sacrificed his lucrative practice and at 
the age of twenty-four took 
up the 


soldiers' profession. In a little more 
than a year he was commissioned a 
lieutenant colonel of his regiment for 
gallant and conspicuous services witt 
the celebrated Fifth Corps of the Arm} 
of the Potomac. On Oct. 1, 1864, ht 
was severely wounded at Welden road 
Va., the ball entering his face to the 
left of the ear. The wound has nevei 
fully healed. Because of this physica" 
incapacity for the field he was honora 
bly mustered out in January, 1865, am 
received new brevets for gallantry anc 
meritorious services at Spottsylvania 
and at Chapel House, Va., his highei 
brevet of brigadier general of volun 
teers dating July 28, 18G6. 


On the reorganization of the arm> 


he was appointed lieutenant colonel oi 
the Twenty-Second United States In 
fantry. He became an untiring student 
of military affairs, and in turn was 


- hailed as an acknowledged authority 
. jiiithe art of war. Nearly all his work 
. from 18G6 until he was ordered to Ma- 


nila was done upon the plains. He be- 
came skillful in frontier warfare, as 
Sitting Bull, most wily of all Indians 
''lound to his cost, and as Aguinald* 
•found when he tried to catch nappinj 
'this old Indian fighter. From 1874 ti 
•1875 he was the inspector general o 
the Department of Dakota. In Februa 
ry, 1880, he had attained the covetei 
rank of colonel.

When General Otis turned over his 


command on May 5. 1'JOO, to Majo 
General MarArthur and sailed for th 
United States in the transport Mead 
lie had rounded out almost exactly tw< 
years in the Philippine islands. 


He took out the second expeditio' 


to Manila in 1898. raising the flr.g a 
Honolulu en route. In this service Gei 
eral Otis's administrative ability wa 
tested as thoroughly as his flghtin 
qualities had been in the Civil war an 
years .of Indian campaigning, 
whicl

Legal proceedings recently taken to 
•ecover from a well known citizen who 
belongs to the "fashionable" class the 
amount of a tailor's bill revealed the 
!act that the man was poor, had no 
money and no means of support and 
>\vcd many bills. Besides tailors, shoe- 
makers and hatters, he owed money to 
florists, jewelers, livery stable keepers, 
dealers in theater tickets, sbirtmakers, 
stationers acd restaurateurs. 
One of 


,he largest bills against the mau was 
contracted in the course of several 
rears at a prominent up town restau- 
rant 


"You must have been bung -up for a 


great spread," said a patron of the 
;)Iace to the manager, pointing to the 
tern. 
"Not at all," be answered. "That bill 


represents hundreds of charges and has 
•rown slowly to its present magnifi- 
cent proportions." 


"But bow is it done—how do people 


run big bills in a restaurant?" 


"Well, in the iirst place, because we 
ook upon men who come here as gen- 
tle-men and treat them accordingly. I 
ilon't remember just bow the account 
n question was opened, but usually It 
s done in this way: Some day, after a 
man receives his check, he scrawls his 
name across its face and tells the wait- 
r. Til pay this tomorrow; it's all 
right.' and then if the person in charge 
at the desk marks it'O. K.' the check la 
'hung up,' and an account is opened 
with the man. 


"In most instances the man comes 


back, as be said be would, tbe next 
day and settles bis little bill and 
thanks us for accommodating him. If, 
however, the man intenels to work tbe 
house, he docs not come back the next 
.lay and settle, but waits three or font- 
days. Then lie drops in and orders a 
modest luncheon or a not elaborate 
dinner and scribbles his name across 
the check, gives the waiter a tip, and 
the new account receives its first ad- 
dition. 


"Little by little the account grows, 


hut never by any really large charge, 
and when at last the man has a little 
dinner party with a big appetite the 
check is liable to be 'O. K.'d' because 
the account is already so large that it 
would be poor policy to turn it down. 


"When the account has grown so

In order that the proposed air-ship 


competition at the St. Louis World's 
lair may be carried out upon thorough- 
ly scientific and practical lines the ex- 
position authorities have invited M. 
Santos-Uumont, the famous Brazilian 
aeronaut whose experiments in France 
nave attracted 
the attention of the 


world, to come to St. Louis for a con- 
sultation upon the most important fea- 
tures of this undertaking. Accordingly 
Santos-Dumont will sail probably on 
April 4. He will bo accompanied by 
his mechanical expert and lend his as 
Distance in organizing the content. 
Other distinguished aeionauts •will al- 
so attend this conference. The, prepar- 
ation of the rules to govern the contests 
will be one ot the first steps in organ- 
izing tho tournament. It is evident that 
two distinct typos of airships must be 
provided lor in the contests, one being 
the steerable balloons which depend 
upon buoyant gas to carry them up- 
ward with their loads, the other aero- 
planes which depend upon power ap- 
plied to propellers to lift them and 
sustain them in the air. The conler- 
once, which is the result ol correspon- 
dence carried on under instructions ol 
a special executive committee, will un- 
doubtedly be the most important ewer 
held upon tho subject of aerial naviga- 
tion. In order that the contest may be 
ol real value to science as well as to 
piactical life it is probable that the 
itiles will require results better than 
ever have been attained. To repeat 
merely what has been dono without 
improvement would not mark a for- 
ward step. Hence this conference of 
distinguished m\entors, who will ex- 
amine the grounds and the physical 
conditions which must be met in the 
coming contests. 


Santos-Dumont will bring with him 


to St. Louis his frame, motor, and all 
mechanical paits of the air ship oan- 
tos-Dumont No. 7, which

flames were reeling at-robs the pruirle 
like a frightened antelope. That fire 
swept from \\ here it had been started 
clear across Kansas into what is now 
Oklahoma.

ease. The contact per so of the con- 
sumptive Individual does not convey 
the disease. It is now well known that 
It is mainly the tuberculosis expectora- 
tion, which, when dried and pulverized 
to dust, constitutes the main danger of 
infection. The means to prevent infec- 
tion from tuberculosis expectoration or 
saliva—expectorating only In proper 
vessels, spittoons and pocket llaslcs, 
proper u.se of handkerchiefs during 
coughing, etc.—are uow also universal- 
ly taught. 


It is absolutely demonstrated that a. 


tuberculosis patient, it' he takes proper 
care of his expectoration, does not con- 
stitute any danger to his follow men. 
In sanatoria and hospitals exclusively 
devoted to the care of consumptives it 
is of the rarest occurrence- for an at- 
tendant to contract the disease, the 
hygienic precautions being so thor- 
ough. It may indeed be said that in 
these houses for consumptives one is 
less liable to contract consumption than- 
outside of them.—Dr. S. A. Kuopf iu 
Forum.
